Severa! days probing by law officers confirms what 
those cf us who travel the road regularly already know: 
The fatal accident was caused by “a bad spot” in the pave- 
ment. 

Yet, to this one person in our community, who also fre- 
quently travelled ithe road, the "bad spot" proved to be a 
death trap. Approach'ng this section of the highway at dusk. 
following evening rains, she apparently was unable to con- 
trol her 1963 Buick on the THREE TO FOUR BLOCK LONG 
BUMPY STRETCH. 

We're told that four laning State Road 80 is now in the 
bag, but starting date is not ye: confirmed. 

In another accident on State Road 80 last Saturday, a 
Riviera Beach traveler escaped serious bodily injury when 
he drove his 1964 Cadillac into the canal to avoid a head-on 
collision, Workers near the scene managed to pull the un- 
conscious man from the canal in time to save a life. Only 
the Cadillac, valued at $7,500 was lost. 

How many more lives must be claimed along with thou- 
sands cf dollars in property loss sustained by people forced 
to travel our death-tra roads before these conditions are 
corrected?

Five of Florida's major har- 
bors posted increased tonnages 
for 1963, according to statistics 
released today by the U. S

The state's two biggest har-

ses 


Miami Harbor jumped from 
1,181,345 tons in 1962 to 1,327,"

Port Everglades, the state's 
hird busiest port, boosted its 
tonnage from $5,244,29 8tons in 
1962 to 5,535,906 tons last year. 

Tampa Harbor, the state's No. 
1 port, showed a slight drop in
